It has been suggested that it would 


be an admirable purpose on the part of 
the Woman's Club, to make research 
into the early history of thia locality 
and preserve whatever it gathers of 
those who bad part in subduing the 
wilderness and laying the foundations 
of the structure—the commonwealth of 
Portage county. Such a record would 
be far from complete should it fail to 
contain mention of those who practised 
law in this county from 1848 to 1865. 


A complete roster of names of those 


who were here during all, or a portion 
of that period, as membera of the Por- 
tage county bar is perhaps now an im- 
possibility. 
They were a 
strong, 


virile, vigorous lot of men; resource- 
ful, brainy pioneers; always in the 
front rank and on the firing line of the 
little army fighting to transform the 
wilderness into a land dotted 
with 


homes, churches and schools.

many of the entire list lived to see the I 
20tb century fulfillment of his hopes j 
and aspirations.

Surely some recognition should now \ 


be given to all those of every class and ! 
calling who took up tbe initial burden ' 
and of whom, as we look back now 
over their work, it can L^ ca:d "they 
builded even better than they knew." 


The original bar of Portage county

F. B. Poust 
of Lanark, came here, /telephoning the 
hospital of her arrival and asked to 
meet him down town after dinner, to 
which request be responded, joining 
her shortly after 1 o'clock. When they 
transacted business and visited for a 
time, Mr. Kirby started to retrace his 
steps to the hospital a little past 
o'clock, and was seen approaching tbe 
building by some of tbe Sisters, bat 
instead of entering at tbe front or 
west entrance, he went to tbe rear. 


The first intimation of this

Chicago, 111., April 25.—Failure of 


the supreme court to determine the 
constitutionality of the Illinois wom- 
an's suffrage act before the adjourn- 
ment of the April term Thursday 
leaves the issue in doubt until the 
court reconvenes the first Tuesday in 
June. 


The immediate result is that the 959 


saloons closed by the elections of 
April 7 and the eight-odd closed by 
municipal elections last Tuesday will 
have to go out of business, at least 
temporarily. It also means local offi- 
cials elected by women's votee, in- 
cluding six Chicago aldermen-elect, 
will not be disturbed for the present. 


Two of the aldermanic candidates 


defeated by the ^ornen—T. H. Dono- 
phue in the Twenty-eighth ward and 
\V. F. Schofield in the Twenty-first— 
filed notice of contest during the day. 
Both attacked the constitutionality of 
the 
suffrage 
act. 
Schofield 
also 


charged the misuse of money by his 
successful opponent, Hugo Krause, 
Progressive, who was strongly sup- 
ported by women of the statesmen's 
ward.
